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OFFICE CHANGE. 

LEASE has been taken on the two-story

The publication’s 
growth and expansion necessitated larger quar- 
ters than were conveniently available in the 
Phoenix Hotel, and removal to the new location 
was decided upon for no other reason. The new 
offices are within three short blocks of the Phoe- 
nix Hotel; two blocks of the Lafayette Hotel and 
two blocks of the postoffice. They are on the 
beaten path from the two principal hotels to the 
Kentucky Association race course, and are easy 
of access to motorists as well as pedestrians. 


THE 2-YEAR-OLDS. 


HE Futurity, certainly a standard of judging 

2-year-old class, is extremely uncertain as 
an indicator of 3-year-old class. Nevertheless 
THE BLOooD-HORSE is willing to accept its result 
this year as a better than usual index. The C. 
V. Whitney filly, Top Flight, was the winner 
and the W. J. Salmon colt, Mad Pursuit, was 
second. Top Flight, unless she suffers reversals 
in one or both of her two remaining engage- 
ments of the Maryland season, will be the win- 
ter favorite for the Kentucky Derby, and will be 
generally regarded as the defending champion 
when she makes her first appearance next year. 


She has met all comers and is unbeaten. She 
is undoubtedly well bred. Her sex, however, 
provides her with an ever ready alibi for any 
failures against high class competition. 


If she fails, as that other noted Whitney filly, 
Prudery, did, to maintain her excellence next 
year, possibly her mantle may fall upon Mad 
Pursuit. The colt, by Mad Hatter out of Toddle 
(dam of Dr. Freeland), by Celt (sire of the dams 
of Gallant Fox, Petee-Wrack, etc.) out of Fox 
Trot, by *Star Shoot out of Colin’s half-sister, 
Passan, runs slowly in the early stages of his 
races and closes fast. His sire was a horse of 
high speed and great stamina, a rare combina- 


tion in these States. Furthermore, Mad Hat- 
ter’s get (The Nut, for instance) have already 
indicated his ability to transmit his speed and 
stamina. Mad Pursuit’s pedigree in the lower 
half can not be bettered in America. The fe- 
male family is full of high class horses in this 
country and others. The daughters of Celt, too, 
have shown their ability to transmit some of 
the toughness which their sire got from the 
*Darebin side of Commando’s pedigree. 


Leading “western” candidate for Top Flight’s 
place of honor will be the Valley Lake Stable’s 
Burning Blaze, winner of the Post and Paddock 
Stakes, at Arlington Park, and the Eastern Shore 
Handicap, at Havre de Grace. This colt is a tough 
one, not possessed of the ruinous early foot 
which marks so many of our 2-year-olds, but 
capable of putting up a great run in the late 
furlongs. Among the present crop of juveniles 
he is a most admirable figure and the Messrs. 
Nash may well be pardoned if they consider 
him a great horse. His hardiness may be at- 
tributed in large measure to the proper upbring- 
ing he had at the farm of the Messrs. Eugene 
B. and H. Skillman Gorham in Fayette County, 
Kentucky. He was not prepared for the sales 
ring, and consequently was never a stable-raised 
yearling. As for his pedigree, he is by Big 
Blaze, a young son of Campfire (not a sire of 
stayers) out of Queen of the Hills, by *Knight 
of the Thistle. Big Blaze himself was a high 
class race horse and won stakes up to a mile 
and a quarter. In the 10-furlongs, Washington 
Handicap of 1924, when he was a 3-year-old, 
Big Blaze came from behind Sun Flag in the 
stretch and won easily, in 2:04 1-5, with 106 
pounds up, beating such as Aga Khan, Rustic, 
Sun Flag, Sarazen, Spot Cash, Princess Doreen, 
Donaghee, My Own and Hallucination. Burning 
Blaze’s dam is Mexican Tea, a good race mare 
by Tea Caddy (*Rock Sand—Tea’s Over, by 
Hanover) out of Mexilow, by Mexican, next dam 
Nina Louise, by Onondaga. The distance strains 
may have come through to Burning Blaze suf- 
ficiently to make a Derby horse of him. 

Unless it be one of the three already named, 
Top Flight, Mad Pursuit, or Burning Blaze, the 
83-year-old champion of next year may come 
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from anywhere. None of the others, however, 
shows the combination of top class with ances- 
tral indications of distance running ability. By 
and large, the 2-year-old division is a poor lot. 
Man o’ War has not a single 2-year-old winner. 
*Sir Gallahad III has seven, of which Pardee 
has won stakes and Sir Melton and Liberty 
Limited have given promise of good races. All 
three of these colts are superbly bred, and no 
one need be surprised if they come through and 
appear near the top of the heap as the sprinters 
slough away in the stretch of next year’s racing. 
*St. Germans has four juvenile winners, but 
none stands far above the average. 

Hygro, by *Epinard out of Ruddy Light, is 
bred speed-to-speed, and there is little likelihood 
that he will fail to stop. He has already shown 
the tendency, though he has not yet gone seven 
furlongs. Tick On, winner of the Hopeful, is by 
On Watch (probably Colin’s best son, and cer- 
tainly stoutly bred), but his dam, Sox, is by *Don- 
nacona, and his second dam, Tamarisk, is by 
Ultimus. No great hopes there for a stayer. 


Osculator, Polonaise, Pompeius have raced 
well, but they are by Pompey and they must 
belie their breeding if they are noted as 3-year- 
olds. Morfair, son of Morvich, has superlative 
speed, but nothing more than that will be ex- 
pected of him. Proteus, Universe and Economic 
are by Infinite, son of Ultimus, and are bred to 
do their best at two. Proteus, however, is leaner 
and leggier than most of the tribe and may go 
a little farther than their average. 

One of the unknown quantities of the age- 
group is Irene’s Bob, a colt by The Turk (an 
obscure son of Heno out of Gracelle, by the 
Kentucky Derby winner Ben Ali) out of Bob’s 
Mary, by Helmet out of *Fortitude, a mare im- 
ported by Col. E. R. Bradley. This colt has done 
well against high class competition and may 
turn out to be a leader. 


Another one that may be good or bad is 
Pairbypair, the Post and Paddock Stakes win- 
ner. Noah, son of Peter Pan and *First Flight, 
by Thrush, sired him. His dam is *Frizeur, by 
*Sweeper out of Frizette, by Hamburg out of 
*Ondulee, by St. Simon. It is a good pedigree, 
but may not look as good at a mile and a quar- 
ter as it does at six furlongs. Put a question 
mark beside Pairbypair’s name and pass judg- 
ment on him later. 

There is one other that comes to mind, Indian 
Runner, which, like Top Flight, is by *Dis Donc. 
His sire was started but once, being too big to 
race, but is by the great sire Sardanapale out 
of *Chicle’s dam, Lady Hamburg II, by Ham- 
burg, next dam Tippity Witchet’s mother, *Lady 
Frivoles, by St. Simon. Nothing there to keep 
a horse from running fast and far. Indian Run- 
ner is out of Indian Maiden, by Whisk Broom 
II out of Cherokee Rose II, by Peter Pan out

THE COVER. 


ICTURED on the cover this week is Sir Hugo 
Cunliffe-Owen’s sprinting 4-year-old, Poor 
Lad, winner of the Stewards’ Cup, a handicap at 
six furlongs over the grass, at Goodwood, Eng- 
land, in 1:16 3-5. Poor Lad is half-brother to 
Poor Man (by Achtoi), now standing in Ireland. 
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Poor Lad is a brown colt by Cygnus (Sunstar— 
Mangalmi)—The Beggar, by Le Souvenir—Avon- 
beg, by Queen’s Birthday—-Avoca, by Paradox. 
Avoca was half-sister to Wavelet’s Pride, winner 
of the Doncaster Cup and other races including 
the Great Metropolitan Stakes, 2', miles at 
Epsom Downs in 1903, on which occasion the 
event was twice run on the same afternoon, 
Wavelet’s Pride winning easily both times. The 
occasion for the double running was the fact that 
the first time the course was mistaken by several 
horses. Poor Lad is trained in the stable of O. 
M. D. Bell, at Lambourn, Newbury. 


ST. LEGER AFTERMATH. 


HE English are good sportsmen—better than 

anywhere in the world, as a general proposi- 
tion—and they usually take their losses bravely 
and smilingly, but there are among them certain 
individuals who are so eternally all for British 
bloodstock, “bred at home,” that they suffer 
tortures when any but a home-bred English 
Thoroughbred gets to the finish first in a classic. 
What, then, must have been the anguish of such 
as these when Sandwich, from James J. Maher’s 
Confey Stud, County Dublin, Ireland, was re- 
turned the winner of the St. Leger at Doncaster, 
with Orpen, from the stud of Lord Furness at 
Kilcullen, County Kildare, Ireland, second, and 
Sir Andrew, from America, third? 

Lord Rosebery bought Sandwich from Mr. 
Maher at the sales as a yearling for $18,000. 
Before the running of the St. Leger Lord Rose- 
berry was offered and refused for the colt 
$50,000 down and a further $50,000 should he 
win. Sir John Rutherford gave $33,500 for 
Orpen as a yearling. Sir Andrew was bred by 
his owner, William Woodward, of New York, 
and he was foaled at Arthur B. Hancock’s Clai- 
borne Stud, Paris, Ky. As a yearling he was 
sent to England from Mr. Woodward's Belair 
Stud in Maryland. 

Cameronian’s showing was most disappointing 
to a vast number of backers who had made him 
favorite, expecting to see him come home glori- 
ously to bear the honors gained only by winners 
of the “triple crown.’’ It was noted that he was 
highly strung going to the post; that he was ill- 
tempered at the post, kicking Orpen on a hock; 
that he seemed mad and uncontrollable as the 
race progressed to the stage where he collapsed, 
after coming into the straight in second place. 
He went staggering over the course, dropping 
farther and farther back until he was an abject 
last. Fox, his rider, said that on the way to the 
post Cameronian had become upset and that “in 
the race Samson could not have held him.”. Fox 
said further this “was so unlike him, for he had 
always:been of an even temper,” adding: ‘“What- 
ever the cause of his indisposition, I feel very 


keenly that Cameronian did not have a fair 
chance.” 

A veterinarian’s examination disclosed that 
Cameronian was running a temperature of 103.4 
after the race. When Fred Darling got the 
Derby winner back to quarters at Beckhampton 
the following day the temperature had receded 
to 100.8. Trainer Darling was sure the horse 
had not been got at, but he was at a loss to 
know just what did cause his condition and 
ignominous defeat. 

Now comes ‘Mankato’ with the prediction 
that Cameronian “will in due course prove that 
his St. Leger form was, as is obvious, absolutely 
wrong,” as did Doncaster after his defeat in 
the Grand Prix in 1873. As to his temperature 
on the day of the race, “Mankato,” himself a 
renowned veterinarian, states that the normal 
temperature of a horse ranges from 100 to 101, 
and adds: 

“The rise in Cameronian’s temperature was, 
in view of the fact that it was taken soon after 
his race, not more than two degrees. Moderate 
elevation of temperature had not in itself very 
disturbing effects on the system. The elevation 
may arise from various causes, some benign, 
others having far-reaching and pathogenic ef- 
fects on the system generally. It is not unreason- 
able to conclude the cause in the case of 
Cameronian was the sudden diffusion of bacterial 
poisons throughout his system by the _ blood- 
stream. The bacteria which evolve these poisons 
may, as it were, be held in check by the cells in 
the horse’s body and the blood plasma until sud- 


den exertion lowers’ their  disease-fighting 
powers.” 
Whatever it may have been that caused 


Cameronian’s flattening out at the end of the 
St. Leger, the friends of Equipoise will not now 
feel so lonely, and they will be able to say that 
England’s greatest horses have the same liability 
to frailties and weaknesses and the same mis- 
fortunes in racing as have those in America. 


MIAMI. 


N THE BLOOD-HORSE for the week ending Sep- 

tember 19 (page 325) we said: ‘Another 
thing we hear is that the money for the Miami 
Beach Jockey Club has not been raised, and that 
it is to become a stock-selling enterprise.’’ We 
said this after having heard that Col. M. J. Winn 
had had assurance from Joseph M. Smoot that 
“all the money necessary had been arranged for.” 

Clem Theisen, who is now with E. W. Hays & 
Co., investment securities, Louisville, Ky., writes 
the editor of THE BLOOD-HORSE that he is “repre- 
senting the new Miami Beach Jockey Club in the 
sale of their stock.” This is confirmatory of what 
we offered our readers two weeks ago. 

Mr. Theisen further informs us that the issue 
is “20,000 shares of 8 per cent cumulative pre- 
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ferred stock, par value $100, callable at $110, and 
$50,000 shares of common, no par value.” He 
further advises that the stock is to be sold in 
“units of two shares of preferred and one share 
of common for $200,” and requests that we give 
his address to “anyone contemplating subscribing 
for the stock.” 

Well, that’s that. 

Meanwhile we read that William V. Dwyer, of 
New York, who is, in recent years, identified as 
the backer of the closed Coney Island track at 
Cincinnati, the unprofitable St. Johns Park, 
formerly Keeney Park, at Bayard (between Jack- 
sonville and St. Augustine), Florida, and the 
abortive Rockingham Park, Salem, Mass., is 
backing Frank J. Bruen in the scheme for the 
conversion of a dog track into a horse track at 
Coral Gables. Mr. Dwyer’s name, however, is 
not mentioned in the list of officers and directors 
given out last week by Mr. Bruen and published 
elsewhere in this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE. 

Mr. Bruen and his associates, as a reason for 
the institution of their plant, are stating a desire 
to elongate the tourist season at Miami. That is 
catchy, and perhaps effective, in Florida, but it 
would be nearer the truth to say that the move- 
ment is in quest of the almighty dollar. 


ODDS AND ENDS 
By OLD ROSEBUD. 

UST how good a juvenile filly is Top Flight ? 

One can never be dogmatic in comparing 
great racers of various eras, of course, but this 
is the favorite if futile pastime of the horsefolk. 
The mere fact that the sages are comparing 
Top Flight with such Amazons as Artful, La 
Fleche and Round the World (which was a much 
finer filly than her record discloses) tends to 
show of what calibre is this blaze-faced brown 
lass. We are certain, however, that Top Flight 
is the only filly to win the Futurity under 127 
pounds, the highest handicap which can be al- 
lotted a member of the sex in that great 2-year- 
old event. That alone is sufficient to stamp her 
a most exceptional filly, but she has accomplish- 
ed more than that, for she has never tasted de- 
feat. She is by many thousands the leading 2- 
year-old filly in history and within close prox- 
imity ($8,060) of Domino’s mark of $170,890 for 
2-year-olds any sex, established back in 1893. 
Also, she is but $11,915 behind Princess Doreen 
for the leadership of American mares of all ages. 

Victory in the Selima, at Laurel, and the Pim- 
lico Futurity, for which engagements it is re- 
ported she is being pointed, would boost her 
earnings around the $230,000 mark. All any 
racer has to do to become incapacitated is rear 
up and wrench its back or step in a hole, etc., 
etc., but, barring accidents, it appears that the 
Selima (estimated value, $25,000) is hers for 
the taking, as no filly of the season looks capa- 
ble of taking her measure. In the Pimlico Fu- 
turity, she may be called upon to match strides 
with the fleet Hygro, a colt some critics imagine 
capable of giving her an argument. Haven't 
yet seen this one in action, but they tell me he 
is too airy-going to lick a filly of Top Flight’s 


determined style, particularly over the mile and 
one-sixteenth route. 

Now the breeding pundits are attempting to 
explain why it is so apparent to them from Top 
Flight’s pedigree that she is such a splendid 
animal. Breeding is nothing in the face of the 
acid test; any good racer certainly is well, if 
not fashionably, bred. *Dis Donec was not con- 
sidered fashionable until Top Flight came along, 
but now, naturally, all that is changed. I lay 
no claims to owning an especial insight into 
such matters, but did, prior to the advent of 
Top Flight, observe here that I preferred her sire 
to his half-brother *Chicle, and predicted that 
*Dis Donec would be wanted back at the Whit- 
ney farm. He’s back and no longer the sort 
of sire whose get you will find in barnyards. 
Further, mention was made in these columns of 
the attractive pedigree of Matinee Girl, a daugh- 
ter of *Dis Donc—Matinee 
Broom II) before Top Flight was started and 
she is bred along identical lines. Nevertheless, 
it is pretty much of a lottery and will so re- 
main as long as foals reserve and exercise their 
prerogative of displaying either the good or bad 
traits and characteristics of their antecedents. 


* cGEE, recently gone to whatever reward 
M awaits a good horse, was one of the best 
sires the Number 3 family produced in the past 
generation. The best entire horse sired by *Mc- 
Gee is In Memoriam, the best gelding Exterm- 
inator, and the best mare Viva America. Saw 
all three perform numerous times and each was 
an excellent sort, capable of doing about any- 
thing racers are ever asked to do. A good *Mc- 
Gee was the equivalent of a good Fair Play in- 
sofar as durability and versatility were con- 
cerned. He was more of a Matchem than an 
Eclipse, judged from any angle. Some are in- 
clined to look askance at his sire, White Knight, 
but he was a very strongly bred horse. 
@ 
OT many of the yearlings being trained in 
Kentucky have been tested as yet, but the 
report comes from Latonia that a son of Hildur, 
13-year-old black horse by *Star Shoot—Shelby 
Belle, by *Knight Errant, which serves at the 
Respess farm, near Erlanger, Ky., turned in a 
very fast move over that strip the other day. 
Hildur had the flat muscles of a stayer, but was 
a natural speedster. None of the _ yearlings 
around the Downs have been asked for a sample 
of their extended speed to date. The former 
jockey, Claude Hunt, who could wait with a 
horse so long most of the animal’s backers came 
nigh to toppling over with heart-failure, is 
breaking a small group, mostly the get of Mid- 
way, which holds the proud and almost unique 
distinction of having run over Exterminator in 
the stretch, for W. F. Knebelkamp, owner of 
the Louisville baseball club. None of these 
youngsters impress one as being above the aver- 
age, albeit one never can be sure about yearlings 
H. D. Simpson, who developed and sold Spanish 
Play, has some dozen colts and fillies of the 
ordinary variety as to conformation and breed- 
ing in training at the Downs. He plans racing 
these in his own name, rather than, as usual, 
training them for private sales. Simpson is un- 
cle to the colored jockey of that name, who 
seems to have gone back, as most sensational 
apprentices do. R. D. (Dick) Brooks, who 
“summered” several aged horses at the Downs, 
has decided to pass up the Latonia meeting this 
fall. Over at Douglas Park, John (Dutch) Jones 
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is jumping some of the more forward of his 

thirty-odd charges up eighths and quarters in 

Qixir time, but none have turned in any note- 

worthy works as yet. It is safe to predict that 

several good ones will come out of this band 

and nearly everything Mr. Jones breaks wins 
races of some description.

NE cannot help being enthusiastic over the 
royally bred band Joseph E. Widener has in 
training at Churchill Downs, under the able super- 
vision of Bert Williamson and his assistant, L. 
R. (Irish) Boyle, who presides over the jockeys’ 
room at Hialeah Park in the winter, and who 
did most of the actual training of Governor 
Gray, which won the Latonia Derby of 1911 and 
was second to Meridian in that “unsatisfactory” 
Kentucky Derby renewal. Unquestionably this 
is the finest band of yearlings that has been 
shaped up over the Downs oval since the days of 
Grave and Gay, Heno, Blue Girl, etc. Twenty- 
nine of the 42 colts and fillies are produce of 
Elmendorf and the remaining 13 were purchased 
at private transaction from F. Wallis Armstrong, 
at whose Meadowview Stud, Moorestown, N. J., 
their sire, John P. Grier, stands. They are: br.

The Sweetheart filly—-need I repeat ?—is the 
grandest yearling I ever saw and sends every- 
body who sees her away talking to himself. 
She is a rich, deep chestnut, no marks, and the 
beauty of her powerful, graceful lines beggars 
description. Her action is perfect, as she set- 
tles low to the ground without any lost motion 
seems to steal along the loam in effortless style. 
She comes of the Number 1 family and goes di- 
rectly back to Roxelane, dam of Roi Herode, and 
Rouge Rose, dam of Bend Or. She has four in- 
fusions of Domino, two above and two below, and 
two of *Voter, one above and one below. Her 
dam, which was smaller at three than her daugh- 
i now is, could run a quarter in close to :22 


from the barrier and won the Camden Handicap 
and 12 other races, finishing second in the Ken- . 
tucky and third in the Latonia Oaks. She is by 
Ultimus. 

The colt by John P. Grier—Mill Maid is brother 
to The Spare. His dam is sister to Mad Hatter 
and Mad Play and sister in blood to Sun Beau. 
This is the type of colt which one would expect 
to develop slowly but reveal quality when find- 
ing himself. He is a typical Fair Play, much 
on the order of Mad Play physically. The colt 
by Fair Play—Zephyretta is a chunky fellow 
for a Fair Play and has a wide blaze. He has 
excellent action and reminds one much of Sara- 
zen in action in that he is ever pricking his ears 
and bounds over the track in! exuberant leaps. 
His dam won seven straights. 

The colt by High Time—*Damaris II is a typi- 
cal son of his sire in conformation. He is half- 
brother to Marine, Marissa, Lancastrian (win- 
ner in England), and Ruthenia, a Tomboy win- 
ner. He has a precocious, quick way and the 
tremendous hind quarters of a fast sprinter. The 
chestnut daughter of John P. Grier—May Blos- 
som is second-best of the fillies. She has qual- 
ity and power and is large as most colts. Fran- 
conia’s filly has a neck and head almost as beau- 
tiful as Beldame’s; bodily she is slender and in- 
clined to rakishness. Her .dam was a good win- 
ner. This filly is sister to the stakes winner, 
Stagecraft. 

The chunky chestnut filly by John P. Grier— 
*Lucrative is half-sister to Zacaweista and Ken- 
tucky Cardinal. She has a 2-year-old brother 
named Lucre which was admired in his first 
start at Belmont recently, and sold for $18,000 
as a yearling. This one should make a brood- 
mare; her third dam was *Fairy Gold. The bay 
colt by Fair Play—Rose Pompon bears marked 
resemblance to Chance Shot and comes of a 
fine producing dam. The chestnut colt by Fair 
Play—Margosa is the “dead spit’ of his defunct 
and celebrated sire, looks also very like Braca- 
dale. J. O. Keene would like the chestnut colt 
by Haste and the Man o’ War mare, War Path, 
as he has the color and conformation of his 
Jean Valjean, which is to say that he is a big, 
strong, good-looking colt. He should make a 
fencer. 

Oceanna’s bay filly is exceptionally tall for 
a John P. Grier and bears the stable name of 
“Big Liz.’ She is a rapid-going sort and is 
always crying to run. The *Milky Way II colt 
is of ‘Derby horse’ proportions and like all the 
get of John P. Grier, has a very neat head. He 
reminds one of Insco in color and conformation. 
The brown colt by John P. Grier—Valentine is 
a thick, stout-made horse and in any other band 
would be a standout. Valentine is by *Marta 
Santa, begetter of speed in his day. She was 
out of L’Orient, by Logic. L’Orient produced 
Coligny, El Cuchillo (stakes winners over jumps) 
and Louvois (38 wins, including Idle Hour 
Stakes). The third dam was Sea Mew, by *King 
Ban; the fourth, Sylph, by Glenelg; the fifth, 
Squeez’em (dam of Day Star), by Lexington; 
and the seventh, Magnolia, grandam also of 
Maggie B. B. 

The filly by John P. Grier—Jyntee is bred 
like Hi-Jack and her fourth dam, Grace G., was 
grandam of the stakes winner, Washoe Belle, 
dam of Ruddy Light, which in turn is dam of 
Siskin and Hygro. Hiker’s son, a light bay, is 


said to be quick and has the bull-dog jowl, wide 
forehead and fine eye which indicates gameness. 
The chestnut colt by John P. Grier is muscled 
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like Jack High and stands with his limbs well 
under him. Mr. Boyle, with whom he is a favor- 
ite, is sure he will encounter few horses which 
can beat him from the barrier. He is a liver- 
colored colt and reminds Mr. Boyle of some 
great racer he once knew, Hodge, I think it was. 
This is a perfectly formed colt but for the nar- 
rowness between his jaws. 

One could go on and on like this for several 
pages, that is, if one could get the space, and 
still leave much unsaid. They are divided into 
three sets and are put through their morning 
constitutionals and education as yearlings should 
be. They are stepped through the stretch in 
pairs, head and head, and all have gone a quar- 
ter around :27, good enough for this stage of 
their training. They have not been permitted 
to extend themselves fully to date, nor is it like- 
ly they will be, until taken to Elmendorf, where 
they may be tested once before winter, just to 
ascertain which are “Jake” and worthy of Fu- 
turity fees. Owner Widener is expected daily 
from the East to inspect them. Tentative plans 
call for part of this string being raced at Hialeah 
this coming season. Those shaping up as the 
best will revert to “Uncle Henry’? McDaniel, who 
will take them to Belmont next spring, along 
with the older members of the main division 

* * * 

HE reason, Herr Becker, that the late J. E. 

Madden acquired *Star Shoot, was Uncle, a 
phenomenally fast colt and one which, but for 
first one and another of things which can hap- 
pen to any horse, might have been a real cham- 
pion, regardless of Colin. Mr. Madden obtained a 
half-interest in Uncle in his early juvenile form, 
1907, from his breeder, Catesby Woodford, for 
$2,500, later becoming sole owner for an addi- 
tional $6,000. A diminutive, unprepossessing 
fellow, Uncle was infinitely superior in speed 
to any other in the band of youngsters Madden 
took to Benning that year, and this group in- 
cluded Meelick, chestnut son of *Planudes—TIl- 
ithyia which won the California, Crescent City 
and Los Angeles Derbys, and King James, a light- 
waisted brown son of Plaudit—-Unsightly which 
won the Tremont, Brooklyn, Metropolitan, etc. If 
the trio of budding stars worked separately, all 
would step three-eighths in :35 or :36, but if to- 
gether they wouldn’t go to the quarter before 
Uncle would draw clear. That is class. And 
the surest indication of speed of a superior order 
is that which carries a colt well out from his 
company in the early stages of a contest, when 
they’re all running.

AT HAVRE DE GRACE. 


ARLIER racing usually clears up the major 

points about the ranking of the leaders in 
the different age divisions, but there are always 
plenty of interesting disputes left over for Mary- 
land’s fall racing to settle. A step towards the 
settlement of the 2-year-old situation was taken 
last Saturday in the Eastern Shore Handicap, 
one of Havre’s three $20,000 added stakes. In 
that race, run over a sloppy track, which may 
have affected the result one way or another, 
Burning Blaze caught and passed Hygro in the 
stretch, a finish which was enough to depose the 
good *Epinard colt from the leadership of the 
western division, in the minds of most students 
of form. The Potomac Handicap, run Wednes- 
day of last week, provided a complication, rather 
than a solution, of the 3-year-old situation. Mate 
finished third to two fillies, Tambour and Tred 
Avon. The explanation was jumped at that he 
was short, but the burden of proof is now on the 
colt to show that he still deserves his place at or 
next to the top of the 3-year-old division. Sat- 
urday of this week the meeting closes, with the 
Havre de Grace Cup Handicap as the feature.

SELIMA NEXT FOR TOP FLIGHT. 

Top Flight, weighted at 126 pounds to Hygro’s 
125 in the Eastern Shore Handicap, was not a 
starter in that event. Two more races are 
planned for the unbeaten filly this year, the 
Selima Stakes, one mile, for fillies, at Laurel, 
in which she will have 122 pounds, and the 
Pimlico Futurity, mile and one-sixteenth, in 
which she will carry 119 pounds. Her winnings 
are now $162,830. If she wins either or both 
of these engagements, she will pass Princess 
Doreen’s record ($174,745) as the leading Ameri- 
can money-winning mare and Domino’s record 
($170,890) as the leading American money-win- 
ning 2-year-old. 

BURNING BLAZE BEATS HYGRO. 

Rarely do so-called western horses finish one- 
two in eastern stakes races, but such was the 
case at Havre de Grace last Saturday in the 
nineteenth running of the Eastern Shore Handi- 
cap ($20,000 added, 2-year-olds, six furlongs). 
Under low skies and on a sloppy track the field 
of 13 went to the post, with the Nevada Stock 
Farm Stable’s Hygro (125) favorite at a little 
more than 2 to 1, and the Valley Lake Stable’s 
Burning Blaze (120) second choice at nearly 9 
to 2. Burning Blaze won by a nose in the last 
stride, Hygro second, W. S. Kilmer’s Sun Melus 
(108) third, a length and a half back, W. R. Coe’s 
Pompeius (117) fourth, another neck to the 
rear. Bobby Jones hustled Hygro into the lead 
shortly after the barrier went up and set an 
extraordinarily fast pace, hitting the half in 
:46 2-5. Willie Garner, away less rapidly on 
Burning Blaze, shoved him up among the lead- 
ers in the early stages, brought him forward 
gradually, drove him hard through the stretch 
and found a willing racer beneath him. A quar- 
ter mile from home Hygro led by a length, 
Rabbit Skin second by a length, Burning Blaze 
third. At the furlong pole Hygro, bred for 
sprinting, was tiring, but his speed had killed 
off all opposition except Burning Blaze. The 


latter’s nose was at his tail. Hygro’s heart 
was still game but his muscles were weakening, 
and despite his stubborn resistance Burning 
Blaze caught him.

LITTLE VISITS TO THE STUDS 


TO BURRLAND. 


By H. S. FINNEY 

URRLAND, the stud farm of William Ziegler, 

Jr., of New York and Connecticut, is located 
about two miles from the “Newmarket” of North- 
ern Virginia, Middleburg, and about 40 miles from 
Washington, D. C. The farm, devoted solely to 
horses, comprises about 370 acres of well watered 
and undulating terrain with a limestone stratum 
underlying the whole tract. The farm’s 20 pad- 
docks, on which is ample herbage, range from 
one to 25 acres and it requires 13 miles of as good 
fencing as we have seen to enclose them. There 
is also a good six furlong track equipped with 
barrier, stall-gates, etc. This lies right below 
the mansion and the owner and his freinds can 
view the workouts comfortably from the shade 
of the fine old trees in the garden. 

Burrland has several miles of excellent hard 
surfaced roads and along the edges of these as 
well as between the paddocks wherever there are 
double fences many maple trees have been 
planted, and we were told, that next season will 
see many more set out. 

Never have we seen a farm more adequately 
protected against fire. A 1,600-feet well from 
which water is pumped up to a tank 200 feet 
high, supplies all the buildings with 85 pounds 
pressure of water through 8 inch mains. 

These observations were made on a pleasant, 
cool Sunday not long ago when the writer spent 
some hours in the interesting company of former 
Sergeant Davies, who has charge of all breeding 
stock at Burrland. Arriving at the farm about 
10 o’clock we drove to the training barn, a long, 
white structure comprising 30 stalls 12x14, sur- 
rounded by an indoor track for winter training 
about an eighth of a mile around. The stable is 
divided into two sections of fifteen stalls each. 
There is a driveway between them through the 
main entrance to the barn, which, with its fine 
pillars on each side, is most imposing. Here, 
Lawrence Campion, assistant to Trainer Clyde 
Phillips, showed us the 29 yearlings which he is 
preparing for their trials. The home-breds have 
been in work since about July 15, so will soon be 
ready for the question to be asked them. Those 
bought at Saratoga, about a dozen, are not yet 
as far advanced. 

The first Our Generals went to the races this 
year and out of eight 2-year-olds he has six win- 
ners of seven races. Of his second crop we 
looked over several promising yearlings. Among 
them are three good chestnut colts; a remarka- 
bly formed and strongly built one out of the 
Superman mare, Handclasp; a rather bigger and 
rangier one out of War Queen, by *War Cloud, 
and a good individual out of Janie, by *Negofol. 

The Lawrence Realization and Saratoga Cup 
winner, Espino, will send his first crop to the 
races next year. Among them are several big 
slashing horses like their sire. We noticed that 
his bays and browns were much more typical of 
the tribe than his chestnuts. Among the ones 
which impressed us most were the good, big bay 
filly out of White Gown, by Friar Rock; the 
chestnut filly out of Fusee, by Fair Play, a bit 
straight in front, perhaps; a fine chestnut filly 
out of Neversets, by *North Star III; an evenly 
balanced brown filly out of *Ktoifa, by Faucheur; 
an attractive half-sister to the good winner, 
Marcasite; a chestnut out of Marka, by Sir Mar- 
tin, and an extremely taking and flashy black 


out of *Sain’s daughter, Oenone. Offhand, we 
would expect Espino’s get to be better at three 
than at two, though some of them look like com- 
ing to hand quickly. They are certainly as prom- 
ising a lot as any young sire could wish for. 
Among the yearlings not bred at the farm are 
sons and daughters of Prince Pal, Sweep, High 
Time, Black Toney, Macaw, Crusader and Flying 
Ebony, this last a good blocky type of brown 
colt, brother to Flying Heels. These are all 
sound, well grown yearlings and look like mak- 
ing racers. Though the bought colts and fillies 
were fed up for the market they do not appear 
any bigger or in better condition than most of 
those raised at Burrland. 

By the time we had inspected the yearlings 
and the training barn, attached to which, we 
may add, is an exceptionally well equipped black- 
smith shop, it was time for lunch, so we repaired 
to the mess hall near by. There are two mess 
halls on the farm, one for the racing division and 
one for the breeding division. Both are good, 
well equipped buildings, fitted with the most 
modern conveniences. The electric refrigerator 
we were shown looked large enough to hold food 
for an army. 

Lunch over, Sergeant Davies took us in charge 
again to show us the members of his department 
of the farm. He told us that Major Foster, who 
has managed the place for some time, had just 
left for the West, so we were unable to see him. 
Before showing us the horses the Sergeant point- 
ed out some of the buildings from the hill by the 
office. Among those not mentioned before are 
three broodmare barns, two of them of 24 12x14 
stalls each and one 20 stalls, of the same dimen- 
sions. The stalls, in two rows, are back to back 
with a hay loft overhead, so built as to form an 
overhanging shed of about six feet in front of 
the stalls. There is also a yearling barn of 30 
stalls similar in all particulars to the broodmare 
barn, and two field sheds 100x35 feet, with hay 
racks down the middle, such as we saw at Audley 
Farm. The polo barn of 15 stalls on three sides 
of an enclosed court, was built to house Mr. Zieg- 
ler’s polo ponies in the winter. Three well built, 
modern houses, the Sergeant pointed out to us, 
they being for the manager, the trainer and him- 
self. It is obvious that no expense was spared 
in the construction of these buildings, all being 
excellently finished inside and out. 

The day being cool enough, we were able to 
see the 22 mares and foals all in one large field 
on a gently sloping hillside. It would be hard to 
pick the foal we liked best as there were so 
many husky looking youngsters together. At one 
time we counted 12 in the corral, or creep, all 
steadily eating Omolene. We will try to picture 
them as we noted them down while wandering 
among them. Every foal had a halter on and 
we caught and pulled them around as we willed. 
They had been well handled and had no fear of 
strangers. 


Two big, strong bay fillies and their dams 
were off alone at the circular cement water 
trough with which, by the way, all fields are sup- 
plied. These were by Gay Crusader out of 
*Deena Shee, by *Durbar II, and by Diophon out 
of *Sweet Picture, a daughter of the English 
sire, Gainsborough. These are two of the mares 
C. J. Fitz Gerald bought at Newmarket last De- 
cember for William Ziegler, Jr. A big, flashy 
filly, with quality enough, is that by Espino out 
of War Queen, a *War Could mare; Ma Mie, by 
Black Toney, has a lengthy chestnut daughter 
by Espino; Helenita, a sister to Worthmore, by 
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Photo by Hugh Miller.

Thunderer out of Lady Moonet, has a fine, stylish 
filly by Espino, foaled February 17. A good in- 
dividual, not home-bred, but a product of the late 
G. A. Cochran's stud, is the chestnut filly by 
Genie out of the *North Star III mare, Marimba. 
Another outlander is the fine, racy-looking bay 
colt by Diophon out of *Atys, by Sardanapale; 
yet another Sardanapale mare, *Silvaplana, has 
a fair looking, lop-eared chestnut filly by Herbal- 
ist. Five chestnut foals by Our General were in 
a group. We liked best a very feminine daughter 
of Quick Batter, by Runantell, foaled February 
10. Other good lookers are the colts out of the 
Sir Martin mare, Marka, and the *Negofol mare, 
Janie. Mae Quince’s colt and Phantom Fairy’s 
filly, both nice individuals, completed the group. 
One of the best foals at Burrland is the fine, well 
balanced black filly, foaled February 15, by Gay 
Crusader out of the Grand Parade mare, *Fairy 
Glen. Almost as good is the big brown filly by 
Espino out of Harp of the Winds, she by Man 0’ 
War out of Starina. 

We hated to leave the mares and foals, but 
time pressed and Sergeant Davies showed us the 
way to the stallions’ barn. This is a four-stall 
barn with two stalls on each side of a feed room. 
The stalls are 12x14 and have doors opening on 
each side. There is a shed all round the building, 
walled up about four feet. Here are quartered 
four grand looking stallions, Our General, Espino, 
Polydor and *Sumair. We saw Our General 
first. This well boned, immensely powerful, 16- 
hand son of Sir Martin and Astrology, by *Star 
Shoot, now 9 years old, looked very well. He was 
winner of races at two, four and five, including 
(under the name of Star Lore) the Junior Cham- 
pionship. As we mentioned above, he has six 
winners of seven races from his first crop. He 
bred about 15 mares this year. 

Espino, foaled 1923, by *Negofol out of Rose 
Leaves, by Ballot, a tall, rangy horse, about 16.1, 
has filled out well. He has a very fine, lean 
head and is a true son of his sire. A winner of 
nine races, his stock, which look very promising, 
should do well. 


The “Golden Express,” Polydor, one of the 
most beautiful stallions we have seen in years, 
is magnificent. A chestnut, foaled 1925, he has 
filled out and let down nicely and is every inch 
a stallion. This son of *Golden Broom and Polly 
Ann, about 15.3, covered about 12 mares this, his 
first, season, including the six newly imported 
ones. A winner of 19 races, including the Speed, 
Swift, Paumonok and eight other stakes and han- 
dicaps, and a horse of extreme speed, he should 
succeed in the stud at Burrland. 

Two other stalions we saw, were *Sumair, a 
bay horse by Kwang Su out of Royal Mirth, 
quite a good looker with lots of bone, and Kirk- 
over, by *Chicle out of Noowa, by *Meddler, a 


blocky bay. Both these horses will be given a 
chance to prove their worth. 

Having seen everything we could see we bade 
the Sergeant au revoir and started for home with 
the thought firmly entrenched that we were leav- 
ing just about the best equipped stud farm on the 
Atlantic Seaboard.

HE Autumn meeting of the Latonia Jockey 

Club, subsidiary of the American Turf As- 
sociation, will open at the famous old Milldale 
track in the environs of Covington, Saturday 
of this week. The Kentucky State Racing Com- 
mission has sanctioned 25 days, which brings 
the closing on October 31, but there are rumors 
{how well-founded THE BLOOD-HORSE does not 
know) to the effect that if all goes well there 
may be an extra six days, bringing the close 
to November 7. The feature of the opening 
day will be the Breeders’ Futurity, transferred 
from Lexington. On the seventeenth will be 
decided the Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes, the 
2-year-old event transferred from Louisville, and 
the Queen City Handicap, the regular Latonia 
fixture for 2-year-olds, will be decided on the 
thirty-first, along with the Latonia Champion- 
ship, for 3-year-olds, for which Twenty Grand 
now appears to have a virtual walk-over. Of 
course, there will be others to go for the minor 
prizes of the event. There will be, all told, eight 
stakes to be decided during the meeting. 
STARITA BUYS NINE. 

Carl Starita, of New York, has purchased 
nine horses from Kentuckians, and they are 
being shipped on Wednesday of this week to 
Aqueduct. From B. D. McManus he bought 
Pennant Call, 4-year-old chestnut colt by Pen- 
nant—Bird Call. The other eight are yearlings. 
From John S. Wiggins, Military Stock Farm, 
Paris, Ky., he bought a bay filly by Noel—Sun- 
ny Kansas, by Hilarious; brown colt by Noel— 


Meddling Miss, by Tony Bonero, and bay colt 
by Noel—Clair de Lune, by Theo. Cook. From 
Walter J. Salmon’s Mereworth Stud he bought 
a bay filly by *Swift and Sure—Butterflies I, 
by King James; chestnut filly by *Swinburne— 
Outing by Campfire, and chestnut filly by Mere 
Play—*Hazy Dawn, by Hurry On. From J. L. 
Tarlton, Allendale Farm, he purchased the black 
colt by Flying Ebony—Everything, by Plaudit, 
and from Joe Houston, Lexington, he bought the 
chestnut gelding, by *Carlaris—-Camilla S., by 
Ormondale.

THE WAY OUT. \ 

Somebody in Louisville, shortly after it was 
announced there would be no fall meeting at 
Churchill Downs, inquired through the columns 
of The Courier-Journal what Churchill Downs 
would do about satisfying those who had pur- 
chased club house tickets for the year. The 
answer came the past week in the following item 
in The Louisville Times: 

“Purchasers of club house season tickets for 
Churchill Downs, whose 1931 privileges were 
curtailed by cancellation of the fall race meeting, 
are receiving in lieu season club house badges 
to the fall races at Latonia. 

“Accompanying the tickets is a note apprising 
the recipient that the Latonia management is 
making the distribution at the request of the 
Churchill Downs management, which feels that 
in view of the eliminated meeting and the trans- 
fer of the principal event, the Kentucky Jockey 
Club Stakes, to Latonia, the Churchill Downs 
subscribers are entitled to the badges. The 
Churchill Downs meeting is usually for ten days. 
The Latonia season lasts twenty-five days.” 

But Latonia is 80 miles from Louisville. 
*’Twould have been better, it seems, to have re- 
funded in cash for the 10 days.

he had stood since his retirement from racing. 
Boon Companion was a stakes winner of 15 races 
and over $51,000, his victories including the 
Miami Cup Handicap and the Inaugural Handi- 
cap. He was half-brother to Bagenbaggage, 
winner of the Louisiana Derby and second to 
Bubbling Over, his stablemate, in the Kentucky 
Derby. Boon Companion’s oldest get is a 2- 
year-old, named Boonhelo, which has not started. 


MAIDEN MARES. 

Perhaps, now that Harry Sharpe, versatile stud- 
master, from his California home has signed an 
article on the subject, our lawyer friend, C. C. 
Champine, of Minneapolis, will understand that 
in the parlance of breeding circles the expression 
“maiden,” or “maiden mare,” is, as THE BLOOD-

mean a mare of any age which has not been bred.

IRISH ST. LEGER TO McCORMACK. 

EAUDELAIRE, 3-year-old chestnut colt by 

Argosy—Morgan le Fey, by Fariman—Ly- 
onesse, by Earla Mor, bred by Mrs. E. M. Den- 
nehy at Ballymanus Stud, Ireland, owned by 
John McCormack, the noted Irish tenor, and 
trained by R. More O’Ferrall, won the Irish St. 
Leger at The Curragh, September 16. It was 
a $10,000 prize and the colt won quite impres- 
sively. The second horse at the finish was Jo- 
seph E. Widener’s bay colt Pahokee, by Spion 
Kop——Deocaun, by Buckwheat—Calumet, by 
Gallinule, trained by Captain Cecil Boyd-Roch- 
fort. Pahokee also was bred by Mrs. Dennehy, 
and was purchased as a yearling by Mr. Widener 
for $10,000. He has won three races in England 
Beaudelaire won twice last season. 
This season he also won the Waterford Handicap 
and was second to Sea Serpent in the Baldoyle 
Derby and again in the Irish Derby. This is 
the first classic event in which the McCormack 
colors have been victorious, though he has been 
a more than ordinarily liberal supporter of rac- 
ing in the country of his nativity. 


CRAIG AN ERAN TO FRANCE. 

Lord Astor has arranged to send Craig an 
Eran, 13-year-old bay stallion, by Sunstar—Maid 
of the Mist, by Cyllene, from his Littleton Stud, 
Winchester, England, to France next season to 
stand at Jefferson D. Cohn’s place. The fee is 
to be 7,500 francs ($300) down and 10,000 francs 
additional if the mare proves to be in foal. 
BLOODSTOCK SALES IN FRANCE. 

The sales of yearlings at Deauville, during 
August, showed a heavy decrease both in prices 
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and the number sold. At the seven sessions 
held by the Etablissements Cheri 172 yearlings 
changed hands for an aggregate of 7,218,400 
francs ($288,736), giving an average of 41,967 
francs ($1,678). Last year 242 lots were sold 
for a total of 16,287,100 francs ($651,484), an 
average of 67,302 francs ($2,692.08). Thus 70 
fewer yearlings were sold this year than last, 
with a consequent drop of 9,068,700 francs 
($362,748). 

Colts averaged $1,228.94 higher than fillies. 
The 95 colts sold for 5,290,700 francs, average 
55,692 francs ($2,227.24), and 77 fillies sold for 
1,921,700 francs, average 24,957 francs ($998.30). 
The victory of Cameronian in this year’s Epsom 
Derby made Pharos, which was second to Papy- 
rus in 1923, the most profitable sire, nine of his 
progeny making a total of 1,885,000 francs, in- 
cluding the top price of 510,000 francs ($20,400) 
for San Marco, a bay colt out of Sainte Ursule. 
The sire to be most heavily represented was 
Filibert de Savoie, the 1923 Grand Prix winner, 
with 17 in the ring. Im all 317 yearlings re- 
tired unsold. 

Official statistics of the sales held by the 
Tattersall Francais at Deauville have not come 
to hand, but actual figures of the ring sales 
show that in all 106 head realized a total of 
3,797,000 francs ($151,880, average $1,432.80), 


as against 89 for 6,060,200 francs ($242,408, 
average $2,723.68) last year. There was an 
average decline of $1,290.80 this year. The top 


price was 285,000 francs ($11,600) for Rodosto, 
*Epinard’s only representative. 
PITTER PATTER’S PROWESS. 

A. K. Macomber’s Pitter Patter, 3-year-old 
bay filly (bred in France) by McKinley out of 
Fleet Cloud, by *War Cloud out of Lip Stick, by 


Sunflower, scored a hollow victory in the Mid- ~ 


dlethorpe Maiden (at closing) Sweepstakes, one 
mile, at York, England, September 24. She fin- 
ished five lengths in front of F. Straker’s Yel- 
low Dun, an odds-on favorite. Pitter Patter paid 
9 to 1. She had won the Apprentice Plate at 
Newmarket in June, the distance of that event 
also being one mile. 


RUSTOM PASHA IS RETIRED. 

Rustom Pasha, bay colt, 4, by Son-in-Law out 
of Cos, by Flying Orb, property of the Aga Khan, 
has been transferred from England to France and 
is to enter service next season as a _ stallion. 
While Rustom Pasha did not win a race this 
year, he was one of the best of his owner’s string 
last year. He won the Eclipse Stakes and the 
Champion Stakes at Newmarket and was third 
in the St. Leger. His earnings amounted to ap- 
proximately $75,000. 

DONCASTER SALES SATISFACTORY. 

The morning after the close of the yearling 
sales at Doncaster, The Sporting Life (London), 
September 12, said: “In spite of the general fi- 
nancial depression at the moment, Messrs. Tat- 
tersall and bloodstock breeders in general have 
every reason to be well satisfied with the results 
of the four days’ trading in yearlings at the Don- 
caster sales this week. At the corresponding 
sales twelve months ago the receipts were 184,- 
645 guineas. This week’s total amounts to 


144,238 guineas.” 

Clarence Hailey, head of the Clarence Hailey 
Bloodstock Agency, London, writing to a friend 
“Although the sales were 


in Lexington, said: 


£40,000 less than the total of £184,000 last year, 
it must be considered satisfactory, as there were 
not as many high-class yearlings offered as last 
year, and a great number which were offered 
were very moderate. The top price of the sale 
was for Sandwich’s half-brother, a colt by Spion 
Kop out of Waffles (dam of many winners), 
which fetched 6,600 guineas. 


CELEBRATION AT LLANGOLLEN. 

The John Hay Whitneys, in celebration of the 
completion of improvements at Llangollen, the 
old Powell estate near Upperville, Va., acquired 
by them last year, will sponsor a sumptuous 
racing meeting on the estate on November 17. 
The program, mostly for hunters, will be topped 
by a $5,000 three-miles open event over brush. 
The Piedmont Gold Cup will be at three miles 
over timber and the Llangollen Plate, for hunt- 
ers, at two miles and one-half over brush. The 
Ayshire Cup will be for horses hunted with the 
Piedmont hounds or nearby hunt clubs. A new 
course has been constructed on the property and 
horsemen have described it as one of the best 
in the country. On the day of the racing pro- 
gram, which will be the climax of a series of 
brilliant entertainments, the estate will be 
thrown open to the general public.

ACES of September 26 included, 738 2-year- 

olds have won 1,394 races and $1,568,732 in 
first monies in North America this year. The 
738 winners represent 259 sires, of which *Dis 
Donc, property of the C. V. Whitney stud, is the 
leader in point of money won. Due principally 
to the exploits of the unbeaten filly Top Flight, 
the total won by *Dis Donc’s get has reached 
$177,455. The son of Sardanapale and Lady 
Hamburg II, however, has nine other winners, 
a number topped only by the 11 winners credited 
to Supremus. Second on the list in point of 
money won is Big Blaze, young son of Campfire 
and Queen of the Hills, by *Knight of the Thistle. 
He is represented by only one winner, Burning 
Blaze, but the latter has now won five races and 
$68,100. Pompey is third with six winners of 11 
races and $58,095. Infinite is fourth with $55,475. 
This son of Ultimus—cContinental, by Yankee, was 
inadvertently made the leading 2-year-old sire in 
our last publication of the figures, the error hav- 
ing been caused by the accidental inclusion of 
an extra $50,000 in his total. The other 
leaders follow in _ order. On Watch, fifth 
with $47,350; *Master Charlie, sixth with $47,- 
315; High Time and Mad Hatter are next, tied 
with $29,025 each; Pennant, ninth with $25,- 
655; *Royal Canopy, tenth with $24,905. In 
point of number of 2-year-old winners the line- 
up of leaders is as follows: Supremus (son of 
Ultimus and *Mandy Hamilton, by John 0’ 
Gaunt), first with 11 winners of 19 races; *Dis 
Donc, second with 10 winners of 24 races; Sweep 
On, third with nine winners of 21 races; The

Upset, fifth with nine winners of 14 races; *Ax- 
enstein, sixth with nine winners of 12 races; 
*Traumer, seventh with eight winners of 23 
races; Infinite, eighth with eight winners of 20 
races; High Time, ninth with eight winners of 
14 races; Stimulus, tenth with eight winners of 
11 races.

SAYS O’NEIL SEVIER. 

In the course of an extended comment on the 
Saratoga Cup of last month, O’Neil Sevier wrote 
the following in Daily Running Horse (New 
York):

DOESN’T BELIEVE IT. 
George J. Meyer, in his Home-Stretch (San 
Francisco), says he “can’t see at all” any basis 
for “insinuations that the Agua Caliente Jockey 
Club had Sun Beau pulled in the last Agua Ca- 
liente Handicap.’”’ He says Zeke Caress’ winter 
book was so tight that it is “a lead-pipe cinch 
that no big money was bet on Sun Beau at any 
time.”

TAX FREE RACING. 

For the first time in seven years, racing in 
Irish Free State was, on August 1, free from the 
tax of 242 per cent imposed by the Government of 
bets made with bookmakers, that date having 
been set for the removal of the tax throughout 
the Irish Free State. The “take” from the 
pari-mutuels continues at 10 per cent, of which 
the Betting Board of Control gets 5 per cent, 
the Free State Government 2'5 per cent and the 
racing association 214 per cent.
